Distribution by an 
Estate or Trust Within 
the First 65 Days 
of the Tax Year 


have you prepared your income tax returns for the 
previous year, only wishing you knew then what you know 
now, so you could go back and make more advantageous 
tax decisions? In most cases, you are stuck with the 
decisions you made before the new tax year began, even 
though you may not have all of the relevant tax 
information available to assist with those decisions until 
several months into the new tax year. Too bad for you, 
says the IRS, unless you are an estate or trust. 

Under Section 663(b) of the Internal Revenue Code, any 
distribution by an estate or trust within the first 65 days 
of the tax year can be treated as having been made on 
the last day of the preceding tax year. For example, a 
distribution of $500 of trust income by the trustee to a 
beneficiary on Jan. 22, 2020, can be treated as having been 
made in either the 2019 tax year or the 2020 tax year. In 
most years the last day to make a distribution count 
towards the previous tax year is March 6; but in leap 
years (such as 2020) the last day is March 5. 

The election to treat the distribution as being made in 
the previous tax year must be made by the fiduciary on 
an income tax return filed on time (including extensions) 
for the tax year to which the distribution is meant to 
apply. A fiduciary may make the election for only a 
partial amount of the distribution(s) within the 65-day 
period, but once made, the election is irrevocable.

News and notes from WCTV

With 2019 in the rear- 
view mirror, it’s time to 
look back at all the con- 
tent on WCTV from the 
past year. WCTV prides 
itself on being a platform 
for all community con- 
tent. That can be TV pro- 
grams or podcasts; volun- 
teer-produced or staff-led; 
youth programming or 
features at the senior cen- 
ter. 

All told, WCTV was the 
source of more than 580 
unique pieces of content in 
2019. That’s 11 new videos 
and podcasts each week. 
This represents about a 10 


percent rise in produc- 


tions from 2018. It doesn’t 
even include highlights 
and short clips that we 
often break out of the big- 


ger productions. It also 
doesn’t include videos pro- 
duced outside of Wilming- 
ton that make it onto our 


air (ex: RMLD Board Meet- 


ings, Rep. Ken Gordon talk 
show). 


We counted 31 volunteer 
producers in our ranks 
and that includes seven 
producers who host pod- 
casts. They all combined 
to produce 195 programs 
last year! There are other 
members who don’t nec- 
essarily produce  pro- 
gramming, but assist in 
other ways, like operating 
a camera in studio or 
doing sports play-by-play. 
WCTV wouldn’t be what it 
is without this core group 
of volunteers. 

Another big piece of 
WCTV’s programming is 
produced by youth. Doz- 
ens of short videos, and 
even a few podcasts, were 
produced by members un- 
der the age of 18. WCTV 
hosts youth programs 
year-round and all of the 
videos get populated to a 
dedicated YouTube page. 
Look for a link at wetv. 
org. 

When it comes to staff- 
led programming, a lot of 
the emphasis is on live 
programs. There were 90 
live events on WCTV last 


year, including 59 munici- 
pal meetings. The other 
live programs (more than 
two per month) include 
live sports, concerts, elec- 
tion programming and 
more. 

We know that you won’t 
watch WCTV every day 
(wait, do you?). But our 
hope is that among the 
more than 500 pieces of 
video that were produced 
at WCTV last year, you 
found at least a few pro- 
grams that held your 
attention .and will have 
you coming back in the 
future to see new pro- 
gramming.

Butler led impeachment of 
President Andrew Johnson

The nation’s first im- 
peachment trial of a pres- 
ident, 152 years ago, would 
have made for great tele- 
vision. 

Leading the prosecution 
was Congressman Benja- 
min F. Butler of Lowell. 
After the House of Repre- 
sentatives voted to impeach 
President Andrew John- 
son, Butler was chosen to 
open the case in the Sen- 
ate trial. He authored the 
impeachment articles. 

Butler had a strange ap- 
pearance and must have 
been a sight as he spoke 
before the Senate. A de- 
scription of him, written 
by Theodore Lyman, read, 
“He is the strangest sight 
you ever saw. It is hard to 
keep your eyes off him. 
With his head set immedi- 
ately on a stout, shapeless 
body, his very squinting 
eyes, and a set of legs and 
arms that look as if made 
for somebody else and has- 
tily glued to him by mis- 
take, he presents a combi- 
nation of Victor Emman- 
uel, Aesop and Richard 
III, which is very confus- 
ing to the mind.” 

Butler had been an at- 
torney in Lowell for about 
17 years when the Civil 
War broke out. A leader in 
the state militia, he led 
Massachusetts troops to 
Baltimore six days after 
the surrender of Fort Sum- 
ter. After securing the road 
to Washington for the 
Union states, he was made 
a major general of volun- 
teers. But that was the high 
point of his military career. 

In later action, he devel- 
oped a poor reputation, 


but was able to hold on as 
an officer through politi- 
cal connections. He took 
command of the Army of 
the James, operating in 
Virginia. Butler was forced 
out of the Union Army in 
Dec. 1864 after failing to 
take Fort Fisher, N.C. 

Lincoln offered him the 
vice presidential slot on 
the 1864 ticket. Butler did 
not want to spend four 
years with no real job ex- 
cept acting as President 
Pro Tem of the Senate. He 
said no, not unless Lin- 
coln promised to resign or 
die within three months. 
This proved to be quite 
prophetic. 

The vice presidential slot 
went to Andrew Johnson, 
a southern Democrat who 
had been elected as vice 
president in 1864. Six weeks 
after the 1865 inaugura- 
tion, Abraham Lincoln was 
assassinated and Johnson 
became the 17th president. 

Following his removal 
from command, Butler re- 
turned to Lowell. He was 
elected to Congress in 
1866, one of several Ra- 
dical Republicans riding 
to victory that fall. 

If there was one hallmark 
of Johnson’s presidency, it 
was his inability to work 
with Congress. The spark 
that launched the impeach- 
ment his attempt to re- 
move Secretary of War 
Edwin Stanton. 

Congress had passed the 
Tenure of Office Bill, 
which required the presi- 
dent to seek advice and 
consent from Congress 
before dismissing any offi- 
cial. confirmed by the 
Senate. Johnson vetoed the 
bill, but Congress overrode 
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A Congressman Seth Moulton with last year’s Grand Prize Winner, Aiden Heney, 


from Hamilton-Wenham Regional High School. 


Montserrat hosts congressional 
high school art show

The grand prize 
winning piece will be sent 
to Washington, D.C. where 
it will hang in the Capitol 
building for one year 


the veto the very next day. 

Ignoring this law, John- 
son on Aug. 12, 1867, sus- 
pended Stanton, who fa- 
vored harsh treatment of 
the seceded states. As a 
Tennessee Democrat, John- 
son favored more lenient 
treatment. 

On Jan. 13, 1868, the Sen- 
ate voted to reinstate 
Stanton. Adamantly focus- 
ed on removing the Secre- 
tary of War, Johnson noti- 
fied the Senate on Feb. 21 
that he was removing him. 
Stanton refused to con- 
cede the post, barricading 
himself in his office. Re- 
publicans in the Senate 
forced a resolution declar- 
ing the removal illegal. 

A motion to impeach 
Johnson was presented in 
the House, and on Feb. 24, 
it was voted, 127 to 47. This 
left the managers of the 
impeachment having to 
prepare for immediate 
prosecution. The commit- 
tee had but three days to 
prepare the 11 articles of 
impeachment. 

Thaddeus Stevens would 
make the closing argu- 
ments, but it fell to Butler 
to prepare the opening. In 
his autobiographical But- 
ler’s Book, Butler said 
those three days were the 
hardest labor of his life. 
Working with William Law- 
rence of Ohio and a team 
of stenographers, the job 
was completed. 

Then came the task of 
printing the speech while 
keeping it confidential. 
Butler wrote that hun- 
dreds of dollars were of- 
fered for a copy of it. The 
type was set in discon- 
nected parts with a friend 
of Butler’s standing watch 
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along with winners from 
other Congressional dis- 
tricts across the country. 
A ceremony to congratu- 
late all the winners will be 
held in Washington, D.C. 
in June. 

Work must be dropped

The opening of the Sen- 
ate trial on March 5 was a 
grand ‘social occasion. 
The Senate chamber was 
crowded with a full Con- 
gress, and the gallery was 
equally crowded. Watch- 
ing from the gallery were 
Butler’s daughter and Gen. 
Adelbert Ames, who were 
later married. 

Butler wrote that it was 
almost appalling to ad- 
dress such an audience. 

“T came as near running 
away then as I ever did on 
any occasion in my life,” 
he wrote. 

The first Senate vote on 
March 16 came up one 
vote shy of the 2/3 majori- 
ty. Kansas Republican Se- 
nator Edmund Ross cast 
the deciding vote. After a 
two-month recess, two 
more votes were taken, 
each with the same result. 
Johnson remained presi- 
dent until March 1869. 

Butler later authored the 
Ku Klux Klan Act and co- 
wrote the nation’s first 
civil rights law. In 1873, he 
lost a re-election bid. Two 
years later, he came back 
as a Democrat and Green- 
back, winning a fifth term 
in Congress, 1876-78. 

In 1882, after several 
tries, he was elected gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts 
for a one-year term. He 
also ran unsuccessfully 
for president in 1884 on 
the Greenback ticket.

I will al- 
so be including some of 
your latest favorite Morn- 
ing Pulse points that I 
have extracted. 


Local fire stops 


Recently on the hills of 
the Woburn’s West Side 
on Gettysburg Street near 
the Burlington line, local 
firefighters were called to 
the scene of what ap- 
peared from the call to be 
a minor fire but required 
a full fire response, as is 
the case for any struc- 
ture. 

On arrival and within 
minutes, all Woburn fire 
equipment was called to 
the scene, as the fire was 
beginning to make pro- 
gress. The Tower was put 
into position and lines 
were connected to near- 
by hydrants with all fire 
staff at the scene realiz- 
ing the origin of the fire 
and focused on getting to 
that area, especially with 
the appropriate place- 
ment of lines to focus on 
the fire base. 


Within 15 to 20 minutes 
or so, the blaze that was 
making rapid progress 
was reduced because of 
the focus of the interior 
and exterior attack and 
in just over one hour 
hose lines were being 
picked up and the mis- 
sion was accomplished. 
This was a good and ra- 
pid “fire stop” by all in- 
volved. 

Within a day or so later, 
similar fires took place 
in Burlington and Wil- 
mington with firefighters 
making valiant efforts to 
knock down the fires as 
rapidly as possible under 
difficult circumstances. I 
would also have to say 
that the “mutual aid pact” 
in our Town Crier area is 
outstanding, as on all of 
these cases, fire appara- 
tus from area communi- 
ties at the least covered 
empty stations and in 
some cases were called 
directly to the fire scene 
for immediate assis- 
tance. 

Making that rapid de- 
termination of where the 
fire is focused and get- 
ting water to the area has 
shown us locally what a 
great job our firefighters 
do as the training and 
attitude by our firefight- 
ers is too often taken for 
granted, as we are seeing 
some great “quick stops” 
made on fires that could 
have meant total destruc- 
tion of a home or other 
structure.

‘Shirley Jackson: 
A Rather Haunted Life’ 
by Ruth Franklin

This is one of the best bio- 


graphies ever, about a wri- 
ter of massive talent who 
died without even being 
near the peak of her powers. 

The author is achingly fa- 
miliar with Jackson's han- 
dicaps and hardships — 
horribly judgmental par- 
ents to which she was tied 
tightly, emotionally and 
financially; husband Stan- 
ley Hyman, the acclaimed 
academic, critic, and hound; 
constant financial strug- 
gles; agoraphobia. 

None of those prevented 
her from writing her chill- 
ing masterpieces — The 
Haunting of Hill House, We 
Have Always Lived in the 


K

Leadership 


“Leaders need many 
qualities, but underlying 
them all is good judge- 
ment. Those with ambi- 
tion but no judgement 
run out of funds (in the 
business world). Those 
with charisma (an inter- 
esting word) but no 
judgement lead their fol- 
lowers in the wrong di- 
rection. Those with pas- 
sion but no judgement 
hurl themselves down the 
wrong paths. Those with 
drive but no judgement 
get up very early to do 
the wrong things,” said 
Andrew Likierman in the 
Harvard Business Re- 
view. 

The popular leadership 
scholar commented that 
there are six elements of 
good judgement that come 
down to learning, trust, 
experience, detachment, 
options, and delivery. He 
makes the point on trust, 
you need to seek diversi- 
ty not validation; on 
learning, listen attentive- 
ly, read critically; on ex- 
perience, make it rele- 
vant but not narrow; on 
detachment, identify and 
challenge biases; on op- 
tions, broaden the solu- 
tion set offered, and on 
delivery, factor in the 
feasibility of execution. 

These issues on leader- 
ship could pertain to offi- 
cials at all levels from 
fire chiefs to government, 
education and corporate 
leaders and am sure they 


are in many ways using 
different words, as all 
leaders face “problems” 
every day that are not 
easy to solve. I find that 
asking advice, if time 
permits, from experts 
who have had the same 
problem can be a huge 
source of help in making 
decisions as there is no 
better lesson than experi- 
ence.

DA receives grant money 
to investigate fraud

MEDFORD — A storm sys- 
tem moved through the area 
over the weekend bringing fri- 
gid temperatures and snow.

HEAT YOUR HOME SAFE- 
LY 

All heating equipment needs 
at least three feet of space. 
Keep away children, pets and 
things that can burn, such as 
paper, matches, bedding, fur- 
niture, clothing, carpets and 
rugs. If you must use a space 


heater, look for a model that 
shuts off automatically if the 
heater falls over. 

Place it on a level, hard and 
nonflammable surface, such 
as a ceramic tile floor. Don’t 
place it on rugs and carpets, 
or near bedding and drapes. 

Plug power cords directly into 
outlets and never into an exten- 
sion cord. Turn off portable 
space heaters every time you 
leave the room or go to sleep. 

Have wood and coal stoves, 
fireplaces and chimneys 
inspected annually by a pro- 
fessional and cleaned if neces- 
sary. Never leave a fire in the 
fireplace unattended. Use a 
glass or metal fire screen to 
keep fire and embers in the 
fireplace. 

Never use a cooking range 
or oven to heat your home. 

Carbon monoxide is an invis- 
ible, odorless and silent killer 
that claims hundreds of lives 
each year in the U.S. When a 
carbon monoxide alarm 
sounds, treat the alert as a real 


emergency each time. 

Know the symptoms of car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, 
which include headache, dizzi- 
ness, weakness, nausea, vomit- 
ing, sleepiness and confusion. 
If you suspect carbon monox- 
ide poisoning, get quickly to 
fresh air, and then call 9-1-1. 


PREPARE FOR 
HOME FIRES 

Fire experts agree that you 
may have as little as two min- 
utes to escape a home fire — 
which is the nation’s most fre- 
quent disaster.

Well, the Tewksbury Public 
Library hosted a Letter- 
boxing Event this weekend 
and if you haven’t attended 
one, you’ll have to give it a 
try sometime.

While I am a fairly ac- 
tive letterboxer, I had nev- 
er attended a formal event. 
More than 65 people from 
all over New England de- 
scended upon 300 Chand- 
ler St. to share stamps, 
stories and follow clues to 
find magnetic pouches 
and cleverly disguised 
treasures hidden all over 
the library. 

Letterboxing is a free 
and fun activity which 
uses written clues to guide 
searchers to a location 
where an ink stamp is hid- 
den. Most stamps are 
hand carved and quite 
intricate works of art. The 
clues themselves are cle- 
ver and creative and range 
from simple location- 
based directions to brain 
teasers that can really 
present a challenge. 

While the library event 
was mainly an indoor ac- 
tivity, letterboxes in gen- 
eral can be found in stone- 
walls, woodland paths, on 
mountain trails, near wa- 
terfalls — the possibilities 
are endless. Some are in 
coffee shops, retail stores, 
or other areas of interest. 

You may have heard of 
geocaching, a cousin of 
letterboxing which uses 
coordinates and rewards

the finder with trinkets. 
The reward for the letter- 
box finder is the stamp, 
and sometimes an addi- 
tional traveling stamp 
called a hitchhiker or flea. 

First finders often receive 
special notes or cards to 
reward the inaugural stam- 
ping of the logbook. 

Organized by Children’s 
Librarian Kat Lewin (Cof- 
feeSpoons), herself an ac- 
complished _ letterboxer, 
the event brought togeth- 
er some of the area’s more 
prolific boxers such as 
Arf!, Squirrel Nutkin, Ta- 
ra’s Hounds, and RI Climb- 
ers. 

Trail names are how box- 
ers identify themselves 
via a website and online 
community devoted to let- 
terboxing; www.atlasquest 
.com. A boxer’s stamp of- 
ten conveys their trail 
identity as well. 

Lewin created a stamping 
booklet and hid 30 stamps 
in the library with such 
clever series names as “By 
the Books” and “You Can 
Find These Stamps Perio- 
dically” which were only 
available for the event day.

WILMINGTON - It was a 
mixture of good and bad 
news for the Wilmington 
High Wrestling team this 
past week. The good news 
was that the Wildcats got 
some got some great

The bad news for the
